S.O. 645 (E).—Whereas the Tribunal constituted under the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Surface Transport No. S. O. 970 (E) 
dated the 3rd November, 1987 read with notification No. S.O. 411(E), dated 
the 22nd April, 1988, was restrained from functioning by an order of the High 
Court at Calcutta dated the 30th September, 1988 in Suit No. 226187; 

And whereas the said order has been set aside by the order of the High 
Court at Calcutta dated the 17th March, 1989; 

And whereas the High Court at Calcutta has, by its order dated the 9th June, 
1989, directed the Central Government to extend the tenure of the Tribunal by 
three months; 

And whereas in terms of the said notification dated the 3rd November, 1987, 
the tenure of the said Tribunal has expired on the 2nd November, 1988; 

Now therefore, in exercise of he powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 150 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958 (44 of 1958), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby constitutes a Tribunal with headquarters at Calcutta for adjudi¬ 
cation of the dispute referred to it by the said notification dated the 3rd Nov¬ 
ember, 1987 and appoints Shri S. K. Rai, formerly Joint Secretary and Lega 
Adviser to the Government of India, for a period of three months from the 
date of issue of this notification.
